As  there  is  no  rank  without  its  occasion* 
al  disgrace,  I  have  attempted  to  correct 
folly  and  vice,  paint  men  ^s  they  somethnes 
arcy  not  as  they  nhvaijs  ought  to  be ;  and 
terify  people  into  virtue,  by  exhibiting  the 
cf)sequenccs  resulting  from  their  crimes. 
If  I  have  failed  in  this,  "the  fault  is  in  my 
HEAD,  and  not  my  heart." 

I  wish  to  be  understood  that  my  preten- 
sions  to  originality  are  small. — The  thought 
of  writing  a  dramatic  piece  was  hastily  con- 
ceived, an4  as  hastily  executed.  I  there, 
fore  injustice  to  the  candor  and  liberality 
of  this  country,  where  every  effort  of  dra- 
matic  genius  is  so  kindly  countenanced  and 
encouragedjfcel myself  necessiated  to  apol- 
ogise for  the  errors  which  I  am  fearful  will 
be  evident  to  the  severe  eye  of  criticism. 

**  It  has  not  gone  through  the  fiery  trial  of 
a  Theatre  ;  nor  is  it  recommended  by  the 
favourable  decision  of  an  Audience.  The 
p.omp  of  splendid  scenery,  and  the  illusions 
of  the  skilful  performer,  have  not  awaken, 
ed  the  public  attention. — The  play  ven- 
dues, abroad,  without  having  previous!} 
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gained,  by  the  advantages  of  representa^ 
tion,  a  character  which,  in  the  leisure  o^ 
the  closetj  is  not  always  supported.  Buc 
this  circumstance,  while  it  raises  no  ex- 
pectation, may,  on  the  other  hand,  excite 
a  prejudice  not  easy  to  be  surmounted.  l£ 
it  be  of  any  value,  why  was  it  riot  produ- 
ced in  the  usual  form  of  a  Public  exhibi- 
tion ?"' 

The  reason  is  very  obvious;  the  Author 
riot  having  an  opportunity  from  the  time 
of  its  being  written,  to  the  publication. 
The  Play  was  written  for  the  Stage,  but 
never  offered.  It  amused  me  while  wri- 
ting it,  and  should  the  candid  reader  find 
an  hour  of  leisure  not  entirely  throv/n  away 
in  the  perusal,  I  shall  not  think  my  time 
altogether  misemployed.
